THE OPINION ON THE CHANGE OF 
GUAGE OF THE N. C. R. R.—The fol- 
lowing opinion, rendered by the Su- 
preme Court on Thursday, is one of 
the most important decisions that has 
been rendered by that body during 
the present session : | 


The State of North Carolina vs. The 


Richmond and Danville Railroad 

Company : 

On the 11th day of September, 1871, 
the North Carolina Railroad Coni- 
pany leased its road to the Richmond 
& Danville Railroad Company, for 
the term of thirty years, with leave 
to change the guage of the said Rail- 
road track, upon condition that if the 
lessees did change the guage, they 
should change it back, to what it is 
now, at the termination of the said 
lease, if required so to do by the 
lesscrs. 

This action involves the termina- 
tion of two questions: 

Ist. Is the lease valid ? 

2nd. Is there anything in the law, 
or public policy of North Carolina, 
which forbids a change of guage? 

We have had the benefit of able 
and elaborate arguments upon the 
questiuns presented, but I may re- 
mark here, that most cf the authori- 
ties cited have no application to the 
ease at bar, for the reason that 'the 
questions here involved are to be de- 
termined by a construction of the 
eharter of the North Carolina Rail- 
road Company, and our general legis- 
Jation on the subject of railroads. 

These questions necessarily depend 
upon our statutes, and of course, cases 
determined upon other and different 
statutes, can affurd but little assist- 
ance in reaching a proper conelusion. 
In most instances they only tend to 
confuse, We admit the proposition 
in its broadest sense, that the lease is 
void, unless it be sanctioned by the 
legislation of both North Carolina 
and Virginia. The charter of the 
North Carolina Railroad Company is 
one of the most liveral ever granted 
in this State. We will not attempt 
to enumerate the privileges and 
powers conferred by. it. further 
than to say that the Company 
was authorized to construct a rail- 
road, with one or more tracks, with- 
out restriction as to guage, and that 
they are expressly authorized, when- 
ever they see fit, to farm out their 
right of transportation over said rail- 
road, and the rights and duties of 
their lessees are further recognized, 


' detined, and placed upen an equality 


with themselves, by enacting that 
said Company, and every person who 


have received from them the right of. 


transportation of goods, wares and 
produce on the said railroad, shall be 
deemed and taken to be a common 
earrier, as respects all goods, wares, 
produce and merchandise, entrusted 
to them for transportation. ‘This is 
an express grant of power, from the 
State to the ee to lease their 
road, whenever they see fit to do so 
for we see no reason why a forced 
construction should be put upon the 
words ‘‘farm out,’ in order to diyest 
them of their plain and obvious 
meaning, which is in their connec- 
tion, to lease. 

Can any reason be suggested why 
the power to lease should not have 
been conferred upon the Company, 
since by the general law of the State, 
the whole road, with its franehise 
and all the rights and privileges 
thereof, together with all its corpo- 
rate property, real and personal, 
might have been sold under execu- 
tion, for debt, and conveyed by deed 
to the highest bidder ? ‘ 

Revised Code, ch. 2. 8sec.9, et seq. 
This legislation taken in conneetion 
with the Actof 1871-’72, chapter 138, 
Known asthe free railroad law, under 
which railroads may be constructed 
any where in North Carolina, and 
all roads, as well those already 
built as those to be constructed, are 
authorized to consclidate with other 
connecting roads, whether in or out 
of the State, shows conclusively that 
there is no policy in North Carolina 
which forbids the contract that has 
been entered into by these two com- 
panies. It is conceded that the Leg- 
islatureof Virginia has authorized 
the Richmond and Danville Rail- 
road Company to take this lease by 
an Act passed on the 15th day of 


February, 1866, entitled ‘“‘An Act to. 


authorize the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Company to lease, 
ho:d aud operate the Piedmont Rail- 
road,”’ and by an act amendatory of 
the above recited Act, approved July 
llth, 1870. Sinee then the contraet 
of lease is authorized by the legisla- 
tionof both States ; there is no found- 
ation upon which the further objec- 
tion that the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Company is a foreign 
corporation, can rest. There is no 
wall around North Carolina to ex- 
clude foreign corporations from en- 
tering the State, and doing business 
here. On the contrary; it bas been 
our policy to invite them in. This 
is abundantly evidenced by the pre-~ 
sence for years in our midst of al- 
most every coneeivable form of 
foreign corporations. ‘The rights of 
express, telegraph, insurance, mia- 
ing, manufacturing railroad 
companies from other States are daily 
recognized in our courts, and by our 
Legislature, which has heretofore 
welcomed then, not only us profita- 
ble sources of revenue, but more es- 
ecially as useful agents in develop- 
ng the wealth and resources of the 
State. 
It appears from the exhibits in 
this action, and it is also a matter of 
history, that the Richmond and Dan- 
ville Railroad Company has_ been 
since 1866 without objection, contrell- 
ing and operating the Piedmont Rail- 
road, pearly all of which lies in this 
State. Whatever may have once 
been thought of the policy of exclud- 
ing foreign corporations, the increas- 
ing demands of enmmerce have 
liberalized our igeas on the subject, 
and taught us toopen our doors to all 
persons, natural and artificial, who 
wish to engage in honest business. ° 
This spirit of liberality is called 
the comity of nations, and it gener- 
ally keeps pace with the civilization 
of a State, being recognized. where 
wealth and intelligence characterize 
a people, and denied in barbarous 
countries. Since the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
in the Bank of Augusta vs Earle, 13 
Pet. 519, this comity of nations has 
been accepted iz its most liberal 
sense, by the States of this Union. 
In that case Taney, C. J., delivering 
the opinion of the court, says: ‘The 
comity thus extended to other na- 
tions is no im hment of sover- 
voluutary act of

the nation by which it is offered, and 
is inadmissible when contrary to its [ 
licy or prejudicial to its interest. | 


ut it contributes so largely to ‘ pra- 
mote justice between individual, and 
to produce a friendly intercourse be- 
tween the sovereignties’ to which 
they belong that courts of justice 
have continually acted upon it as a 
part of the voluntary law ofnations,” 
And he quotes with approbation the 
following passage from Story’s con- 
flict of Jaws: ‘‘In the of any 
positive rule, affirming, or denying, 
or restraining the operation’ of for- 
eign laws, Courts of Justice pregumeé 
the tacit adoption of them 
own government, unless they are 
repugnant to its policy or prejudicial 
to its interests.” Int ne | 
ion it is said,‘‘the intermate union of 
these States, as members of the same 
great fae family; the deep and 
vital interests which bind them ‘80° 
closely together, shouid lead us, in 
the absence of proof tothe contrary, 
to presume a greater degree of comi- 
ty, and friendship, and .kindness 
towards one another, than we should 
be authorized to presume between 
foreign nations,”’ e now. come to. 
ne consideration of the second ques- 

on, 

Is there any law or policy in North 
Carolina which forbids a change of 
guage? There is no restriction in 
the charter as to guage, but the com- 
pany was left free to adopt such guage 
as would best promote their interests, 
But It issaid that as other roads have 
been required to adopt the guage of 
the North Carolina Railroad, that 
Company is not now at liberty to 
change its guage. Freedom to adopt 
any guage was the grant.of’ the,sov- 
ereign to the North Carolina Rail- 
road Company. How can that grant 
be revokéd or qualified: by provisions 
in the charters of other roads ; with 
which the North Carolina Rallroad 
has no community of interests, and 
whose purposes may be antagonistic 
to her own? 

-Itis certainly a novel idea, that a 
charter without restriction, isto be 
subjeeted to all the burdens of other 
charters with restrictions. If wemay 
impart this restriction into the free 
charter, what is to prévent us from 
imparting allother restrictions, in all 
other charters, which some one may 
imagine is in furtherance of a public 

But what isto become of this sup- 
posed public policy, under the ope- 
ration of the railroad. law, whieh 
allows any other roads to connect 
withthe North Carolina Railroad at 
any point, and with any guage they 
May see proper to 

Our enuclusion is, that the North 
Carolina Railroad Company, not only 
had their charter, to 
adopt origin ,guage, as, 
their interest, but that if fin the course 
of time, another and a different guage, 


either for the whole or only a: por-. 


tion of the Koad, should be thought 
free io change it at pleasure. We 
hace seen that the Caroline 
Railroad Company have leased their 
Road to another Company, with ex- 
pressed permission to change the 
guage, if this other Company shel 
see proper to do 80, This confets 
upon the lessee all the rights, in this 
respect, which were possessed by th 
lessor. 
And now the Richmond and 
Danville Railroad Company say 
that the demands of trade. and 
travel require a change of guage, 
on that portion of the road lying be- 
tween Greeusboro and Charifotte, in 
consequence of the connections 
North and South of those points hay- 
ing a different guage from that now 
in use on the North Carvciina. Rait- 
road, 
Sirce the lease is valid, it is well 
that it clothes the lessee with large | 
powers, sueh as to ‘change shops, 
tracts, houses, &c. ; for it is the inter-_ 


est of the public that a Company_up- | 


dertaking to meet the responsibili- | 
ties of a common earrier should not | 
be tramelled and embarrassed by re- | 
strictions which would prevent them | 
from properly executing their duties.

THE CONVENTION BILL PASSES 
THE SENATE.—The Convention qtes- 
tion, so far as the Senate is con- 
cerned, has now become settled 
matter, that body, as will be. seen 
by our Legislative reports, adopting 
the measure yesterday by a _ vote of 
37 to 12, and _ the bjll was ordered to 
be engrossed and sent to the House 
without delay. The bill wasadopted 
as il came from the Committee on 
Constitutional Reform, the provi- 
sions of which we published a couple 
of days sinee. It will doubtless be 
read in the House to-day and bemaide 
special order for an early day next 
week. Wecan but express the hope 
that it will meet with the same suc- 
cess iu-the House that it basin the 
Senate, the measure now having re- 
ceived the positive endorsement of 
the’ Democratic party. | 

The secéne in the Senate pending 
the consideration of the question and 
during the voting was one of dee 
interest, the lobbies being crowded, 
and every member was in his seat

But 
she shows that though limited in her 
means, she is not forgetful of her 
duty, and that she @&n at least aid 
her crippled soldiers to help them- 
selves, by a partial restoration of 
physical equality between them and 
others. 

There was something very touch- 
ing and effective in the earnest ad- 
vocacy by Mr. Whitley—himself a 
maimed soldier—of the claims of 
his comrades. It was that plain, 
unadorned manly eloquence which 
went at once to its mark. 

Mr. Erwin, of McDowell, was al- 
most grand in his eloquence; un- 
studied in language, but so enthusi- 
astic, so vivid, so warm in his por- 
trayals of the services and the suf- 
ferings of the soldiers, so lively in 
his pictures of the terrors of the 
struggle, so earnest in his appeals to 
the feelings of the House, and the 
duties of the State, that opposition 
paled before him.
